_A fisherroan, who lives with 
his son and daughter in a small 
matsbed, some way beyond Re- 
pulse Bay, was sitting with three |. 
men who bad been having supper 
with him outside his dwelling on 
the evening of Avg. 5:h, when 
six other men suddenly appeared 
cn the scene. The three guests 
joined forces with the intruders, 
the fisherman was seized, one of 
the robbers prodding him with a 
revolver, whilst the — others 
ransacked the house. The fright- 
ened children ran away and did 
not returo uatil after the robbers 
had departed. The fisherman, 
too, ‘succeeded in getting awsy 
after a time.

Leaving 
his boat, the fisherman walked to 
Stanley Police Station, where he 
reported the matter. Police

was made to put up his hands and 
as he did so a bundle of clothing 
fell from under his arm. This 
man was arrested and the party 
then proceeded to the matshed., 
where they found that most of 
the fisherman's possessions had 
disappeared.

ARMED ROBBERY. 


Torchlight Raid at Sha Po 


The story of an armed raid on 
a house at Sha Po, was related at 
the Criminal Sessions, before Mr. 
Justice Gompertz, this morning. 
when four Chinese stood in the 

dock charged with robbery onthe 
night of Aug. 7th. Two of the 


.prisaners were also charged with 


being in the possession of arms. 
From tbe facts as outlined by 
the Crown Solicitor, Mr. G. H. 
Wakeman, it appears ‘that at 
aboat half past eleven on tha 
night of Aug. 7th, three. women, 
living at No. 158 Sha Po, ware 
awakened by five men enter:ng 
the house, carrying torches. Two 
of tbe women had _ their 
bangles snatched from off 
tbeir arms,-and the intruders 
then ransacked the house, 
gtrying off clothing, jewellery. 
money and othet things. When 
the mies had taken their depar- 
ture the-women reported the 
matter to the Kowloon City 
Police Station. Police were 
sent out to see if they could 
find the robbers. and they came 
across four men in & house—two 
on the verandah and to o1 the 
steps — opposite. the cement 
works. The detectives searched 
these four men snd on one.of 
‘them they found a dagger mada 
out of a halfof a pair of scissors 
and in ono of his pockets they 
found a paper sheath, On the 
other three man nothing was dis- 
covered, butlater another similar 
dsgger was picked ap near where 
one.of the men was found. 


When charged at the Police 
Station one of the prisoners said he 
would plead guilty, but the other 
three denied the offence. Before 
the Magistrate the men on whom 
the dagget was found, who had 
pleaded gailty, said he was taking 
the scissors to get them repaired. 
Hedid not commit the robbery but 
the police beat hint and made him 
confess that he did it. He went 
to the house where be was foand 
to’ take shelter from the rain.

SERIOUS MACAO 
AFFAIR. 


Conflict Between Chinese 
and Portuguese. 


A Serious conffict took place on 
Friday morning between Chinese 
soldiers stationed on Lamma Ia- 
landand Portuguese Water Police 
who were on board a launch. The 
fight took placa in the inner bar- 
bour and resulted in the death of 
aChinese engineer. Three sailors 
were woonded. « 


It appears that the Chinesa| 


soldiers boarded a fishing junk 
and demanded to see the licence, 
but as the bost was already 
licensed by the Macao anthor- 
ities objections were raised and 
help shouted’ for. A Portuguese 
Water Police vessel steamed to 
the scene of the altercation foliow- 
ed by a-motor boat fromthe gun- 
beat Patris. The Chinese 
soldiers observing their approach 
immediataly rowed to the shore 
and hoisted ’a signal flag in 
anawer to which several more 
Cninese soldiers appeared and 
shots were then exchanged 
between the Portuguese on the 
water and the soldiery ashore. 
As stated a Chinese engineer on 
the Water Police lannch was 
killed, while two sailors on the 
same vessel and another saitoron 
the motor boat were wounded. 
Acook, belonging to the cruiser 
Pak Tau was, also killed by 2 
stray bullet whilst walsi ing on the 
Preya.

On - Saturday a panic was 
created among the inhabitants on

A WORD-SPINNER CONFUTED. 


On Wednesday we dealt with some -remarks in last 
Monday's Chins Mei! respecting the Irish question. On 
Saturday a reply appeared. ‘Tie writer of it affects the 
hocus-pocus of a dua] personality. sometimes first, Some- 
times third person. To avoid confusion, we refer to him 
as * Adversarius.” who starts by seeking” to give an 
impression of marked seniority. It was perhaps as well, 
for the reader might have been pardoned for supposing his 
screed to be the handiwork of some school-magaziue editor 
of the inferior kind. We have net space to notice all 
the egregious “ journalist's” puerilities. Here are one or 
- two specimens. The final sentence of our previous article 
reads :—‘: It's (the British Cabinet's) objection is that Sinn 
Fein s stipulation is the symbol of separatism.” ~ Adver- 
saripy” avows that this sentence is absolutely unintelligible. 
OF him we can credit even this abysmal degree of-density. 
By introducing a parenthesis, ostensibly to help the mean- 
ing but in reality to give it a bungled effect. he certainly 
does bis-best to cbscure a perfectly clear statement: but, 
with all deference, we do not think that any reader except 
“ Adversarius” had an instant’s difficulty in understanding 
it. Again ~ Adversarius’ questions our use of the word ~ con- 
tention.” In any case this would be a pettifogging quibble 
where the meaning is as plain as a pikestaff; but the novel 
thing is tuséea journalist advertising his non-acquaint- 
ance with the dictionary, as “Adversarius” does. He 
‘caps this, if possible. by actually asking: What warrant 
does any contention veed? <A ratioval being would ot 
need to be told that it needs the warrant of Reason. The 
recognition of this responsibility is precisely what marks 
the distinction between the rational man and the irrational 
map, between the logician and the imbecile. - Adver 
sarius” tells us that he is incapable of perceiving such a 
responsibility. The reader will place him in his category. 
“To prevent ‘Adversarius” from quibbling further, 

we reproduce the passage from his first article which 
was the subject of our criticism: “In effect that 
[Renter's message giving the reply to Sinn Fein of 
September &! represented our Welsh hagglers as saying 
that Republicanism would undermine the fabric of every 
democratic State and drive the civilised world back to 
tribalismi”: and be added that the British Government 


. thereby offered a “gratuitous affront” to France and the

United States. In vur comparatively brief reference to 

this point we did not enter into any giscussion of whether 

the British standpoint is right or wrong, but simply of, 

whether the construction which “ Adversarius” places upon 

it is sensible or absurd. We intimated, and now, state 

expressly, that it.is egregious. ‘ Adversarius” accuses the 

Cabinet of disparaging: Republicanism (i... republics in 

general, the republican polity). In bis second article he 

repeats this interpretation, and on the same page—so 

amazingly inconsistent is this Chins Mail scribe—he essays 

a withdrawal of what he has been specially labouring to 

‘prove. His own words remain in print to convict him. 
The rational view, we believe, of the Cabinet's standpoint 

js simply this: that central governments cannot acquiesce 

in a severance; if sucha right were acknowledged, the 

world would-be exposed to disintegration. ‘The British 

Government is, in short, registering an emphatic protest 

- against the whole doctrine of theright tosecede. In reference 
to Ireland the Cabinet speaks of the attempted 

separation as _a-demand for, ‘‘setting up @ republic 

‘and repudiating the Crown.”

RUSSO-JAPANESE WAR
